QUICK W ORK W ITH THE CEREUS 
The other day the Gazette gave an 
outline of the eye tem under which the 
eleventh cereus weald be taker, bat ainee 
then Mr. Porter, superintendent of the 
census*, has explained more in deta’l 
acme of the improvements which he will 
adopt. The ceibos mast Le taken be­ 
tween Jane I and Jane 30. Mr. Porter 
bas introduced an important method in 
he census office and expects to be able 
to give some idea of the principal results 
obtained within a month after the work 
bas besan. 
One cf the unavoidable delay* in Ar­ 
n i i ag at main results nuder former 
census was the necessarily tlow process 
of making computations from the great 
mass of sheets filled by the enumerator*. 
There are some pretty good mathemati­ 
cians in the census office and many more 
that could be hired, but the simplest and 
th6 beet of them could not make compu­ 
tations without much delay. (Science 
and discovery have done much to aid 
the census department in making quick 
work of the comiog census. Electrical 
computing machines, wbioh can out­ 
distance the quickest mind in this or any 
other country, so far as compiling fig­ 
ures are concerned, will be need m the 
census office. For instance, take a pieoe 
of computation which weald consume 
fifty-five boars under the old system— 
that of the human mind—and with these 
electrical machines the same 
work 
can 
be 
done 
in 
five 
hours— 
eleven time3 faster. 
The operation 
of the human mind is so ‘■low even when 
in its most active condition, that it re- 
q cire J all the way from three to ten 
years to compile the statittics nuder the 
old system, and still they are not all fin­ 
ished and never will be. With theee 
electrical machines vbioh take the place 
of head-work, the greet balk of the com­ 
piling will be oboe in one year. 
l a a circular publish ad by the census 
bureau it is aanounoed thai “ the work of 
enumerators in collecting the statistics 
of rnaunfdotories has been withdrawn 
from toeir hands and will be plaoed in 
oharge of experts and special agents to 
be employed for that purpose. The sta­ 
tistics relating to iron, steel, coke, glass, 
to the electrical industry and to illum­ 
inating rf as will be collected by expeit 
agents without regard to locality. The 
collection of the general statistics o* 
manufactures o! cities aud towns that 
are specifically named in the circular will 
be appointed in each of such cities and 
towns/'

already, and the statistics of all the state 
prisons in toe Union were completed a 
month ago.

Ocean,” Expires. 
C hicago, March 18.—J. Young Scam­ 
mon, lawyer, banker, railroad man,pub­ 
lisher, politician, philanthropist, and 
\ wellknown citizen who had been identi­ 
fied with Chicago history, both early 
and present, is dead. 
The end came 
at 0 o'c'ock Monday morning. 
Mr. Scammon first came to Chicago in 
September, 18.45, when tile city had 
hardly reached the dignity of a village, 
having scarcely 2,OOO population.

What at first seemed an insignificant 
fire in the Bowen Merrill book store 
yesterday afternoon resulted in a catas­ 
trophe in which at least ten men were 
killed and a dozen wounded, some of 
whom will die. 
The building occupied by the book 
company was a four-story and basement 
marble front, facing Washington street 
just west of Meridian. 
The fire started 
shortly before 8 o'clock, noar the fur­ 
nace of the sub-basement, and t lie de­ 
partment, when it arrived, seemed at a 
loss to locate the flames and began pour­ 
ing water into the front of Hie building. 
For two hours the fight had continued 
in this way until a majority of the spec­ 
tators had left, under the impresssion 
that the fire was out. 
About 5:30 o’clock, however, there 
was a terrific crash and the entire build­ 
ing,with tho exception of the front wall, 
fell inward. 
At the time a number of 
firemen were ou the roof and were bur­ 
ied in tile debris, which was piled forty 
feet high within the walls of the burned 
building. 
The w’ork of rescuing the living and 
extricating the dead was immediately 
begun by at least five hundred volun­ 
teers.

LIKE AN EARTHQUAKE. 


Terrific Explosion In rn New Jersey Glees 
Factory. 
M il lv ille , N. J., March 18—At 8 
o’clock this morning fire broke out in a 
building used for refining saltpeter at 
Whitall, Tatum Sc Co.’s flint glass works. 
The building was a wooden structure 
and its contents were large vat9 filled 
with saltpeter, and this combustible mat­ 
ter was a roaring furnace in less than 
threo minutes, sending lurid sheets of 
flame high In the air, preceded by dense 
clouds or white smoke, obscuring the 
sun. 
The fire department was soon on 
the scene, but the firm warned them 
against throwing water on the building, 
as I t would result In a terrible explo­ 
sion, and the firemen turned their at­ 
tention to other property. 
The flames had communicated to fac­ 
tories Nos. 9 aud IO, and to an iron foun­ 
dry next to the saltpeter house. The 
foundry was partially destroyed, but the 
flames in the factories were soon extin­ 
guished. 
When the saltpeter house was 
consumed the water flowing around the 
building communicated with the re­ 
maining saltpeter, causing it to explode 
with a terrific report, throwing planks 
and boards over tho roofs of other build­ 
ings, shaking the ground like an carth- 
qurke, and shattering the windows In 
tho largo pot house adjoining the build­ 
ing destroyed. 
The firemen had a miraculous escape 
from Injury. Joshua Errickson was in 
the saltpeter house when the fire started. 
He was enveloped in the flames and his 
hair and clothing noarly burned off. He 
was rescued with difficulty. 
Loss at 
present unknown; no Insurance. 


J. YOUNG SCAMMON. 
Scammon was quite a young man, being 
but 23 years o’d, although he had prac­ 
ticed law in Maine, his native State, 
some years before. 
Here he associated himself with I). 
S. Mason, and tho members of the firm 
continued their professional relations 
for a year, whon Mr. Scammon formed 
a partnership with Norman lh Judd, and 
they wore together 
for ten years. 
Mr. Scammon was of a too progressive 
nature to confine his energies strictly to 
tho law and he assumed a prominent 
part In developing tho citv. 
J 
With W. B. Ogdon he was successful 
in completing tho Chicago & Galena r 
Union railroad, and these gentlemen 
made themselves pioneers of the present 
railway system of the Northwest. During 
this period Mr. Scammon also took an 
actlvo part in the political arena, and 
was one of the founders of the Republi­ 
can party. 
Ho then engaged in the 
banking business, forming the Marine 
bank, which was the first in Chicago 
under the general banking law, was a 
director of the State Bank of Illinois, 
and a promoter 
of 
tho Mechanics' 
National bank. 
He founded the Chi­ 
cago Fire and Marine Insurance com­ 
pany. 
Ho helped to establish the Trib­ 
une and Evening Journal, and founded 
the Inter Ocean. 
He was the founder of the Swodon- 
borgian church In Chicago and dim ated 
the ground on Congress street where 
the present imposing edifice of that de­ 
nomination now stands. 
He was one of 
the first stockholders lr. the Chicago, 
Burlington Sc Quincy railway. 
He 
founded, built, and presented to the city 
the Hahnemann hospital. 
He built the 
Dearborn street observatory, and for a 
long time paid tho salary of tho super­ 
intendent. 
In 1857 Mr. Scammon retired from ac­ 
tive business, having acquired large 
property possessions outside of his reg­ 
ular commercial Interests, 
lie then vis­ 
ited Europe and remained there three 
years, and while abroad his wife died. 
He returned to Chicago in 1800 and 
found his insurance company threat­ 
ened with financial disaster and its af­ 
fairs In very bad shape. 
He opened a private bank and closed 
up the affairs of the old institutions. 
The fire in 1871 destroyed all tile build­ 
ing property he had, and his loss at that 
time was estimated at $500,000. 
By 
1873 he was in fair condition to repair 
his financial standing, but the panic of 
that year involved nim still further. 
Mr. Scammon was born at Whitfield, 
Maine, July 27, 1812. 
His first wife 
was Miss Mary Ann Haven Dearborn of 
Bath, Maine, and of their four children 
but two daughters survive. Neither re­ 
side in this city. 
Ills eldest son, Charles, who died in 
1870, was formerly a law partner of 
Robert T. Lincoln.

THREE FISHERMEN LOST. 


Supposed to Have Perished In the Lake 
Off Chicago. 
C hicago, March 18.—Almost beyond a 
doubt, it is thought, three fishermen— 
Anton Oleson, Sern Nelson, and Andrew 
Sorenson—who were blown out Into the 
lake by a squall Friday afternoon, are 
drowned. 
The men were busily engaged in at­ 
tending to their set lines when the storm 
struck the lake with great force. The 
wind blew the frail craft farther and 
farther from the land, until It ran into 
an ice floe. The fishermen became lost 
to view, and their companions, who suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the friendly shelter of 
the breakwater, rowed Into the harbor and 
notified the life-saving station of tho 
trio's danger. The tug Fashion, which 
started out Sunday noon to search all 
along the ice flees for the missing men, 
has returned. Her crew had made every 
effort to find traces of the lost fishermen, 
but without success, and it seems almost 
certain that the fishermen were dashed 
to death against tho ice. The life-saving 
corps will keep a sharp lookout for any 
trace of the missing men.

Farm ing Not 
an Exact Science, 
For many of the industries text­ 
books are prepared which so nearly 
cover the ground of necessary In­ 
formation that the novice needs little 
else besides experience and practice in 
its application. 
It is not so with farm­ 
ing. 
Text books can discuss general 
principles, and up to a certain point 


Btl other kiuds of farm animals, sheep 
alone excepted. 


Early Lam bs 
for M arket. 
This branch of the sheep industry 
has grown to greai propotions. Stand­ 
ard lambs are those which weigh from 
thirty-five to forty pounds, at eight 
weeks of age or less, some reaching 
the required weight in from four to 
five weeks. 
For such lambs, properly 
can furnish valuable data; but so dressed and in season, the 
price 
varied are the conditions under which 
these things are to be applied that 
pure and simple “ book-farmers” are 
set down as impracticable. 
The books 
have their value nevertheless, and 
the error is in expecting too much of 
them. 
These books in the main are 
prepared by practical men, who have 
worked out the results which they 
describe; but in attempting to apply 
literally their instructions it is not 
always easy to make sufficient allow­ 
ance for differing conditions, and what 
thus brings success to one may result 
in at least partial failure to another. 
Those who listen to 
discussions 
among the most intelligent and suc­ 
cessful farmers must be 
impressed 
with radical differences of 
opinion, 
founded on experience, which they ex­ 
press. 
For obvious reason no other 
business men are likely to find as many 
different ways of doing the same thing, 
and none need a wider range of avail­ 
able information. 
A realization of 
this has done more to give to the agri­ 
cultural press a high degree of useful­ 
ness than anything else. 
It is found 
that the discussions of one season can 
hardly, in these days of development, 
he taken as absolute authority for sub­ 
sequent seasons, and those who would 
avail themselves of every aid within 
their reach must lose no oportunity of 
becoming possessed of the new points 
constantly developing. 
This has cre­ 
ated an ever-increasing demand for 
a cheap means of keeping farm inter­ 
ests over fresh before the eyes of 
farmers. 
The demand is met, and we 
believe that in no case does the pur­ 
chaser gets more for his money than 
when he invests in current agricul­ 
tural literature. 


ranges from $6 to $12 a head, accord­ 
ing to the market and the capability 
of the commission man to make sales, 
for most of such stock must be sent to 
him for disposal. They are sold mostly 
by the pound, and range from twenty- 
five to thirty-five cents per pound. 
Chicago will take them 
weighing 
twenty-five to thirty-five pounds each, 
early in the season. 
Later on they 
must weigh from forty to fifty pounds. 
The business is very profitable when 
properly performed. 
It has this to 
commend it, that it is mostly done in 
winter, when farmers are compara­ 
tively idle.

T he 
Most Profitable. 
It is only by good management, tho 
keeping of a good breed, and feeding 
and caring for them so that they can 
he kept in a good condition, that any­ 
thing like a good per cent of profit can 
be secured with stock. 
And in many 
localities it is a question which is the 
most profitable. 
Taking average conditions and one 
year with another, and it will be found 
best to keep all kinds of stock in 
order to consume to the hest ad vantage 
the different farm crops. 
Cattle and sheep pay rather the 
least profit—cattle rather less than 
sheep; yet under many conditions it 
will be found best to keep these in 
order to keep up the fertility of the 
soil, and in some localities at least it 
will pay to keep these, even at a low 
profit, for this purpose. 
Whether or not a profit is possible 
with horses, depends largely upon the 
grade. 
The markets, as a rule, are 
overstocked with a low grade of horses 
—so much so that prices are so low 
that, counting the cost of service and 
of feed, the margin of profit will be 
very small. With a good grade, either 
for heavy teaming or roadsters, a price 
can he secured that will return a good 
profit, and there is no dfflculty in sell­ 
ing. 
If the quality is secured, the 
customers will hunt them up, 
It costs 
no more to raise a grade of horses 
that are in demand in the market than 
it docs a class that are unsalable. 
With hogs, a quick growth and an 
early maturity are the principle items; 
and a good breed as well as good feed 
is necessary to secure this. 
Under 
present conditions, a hog that will re­ 
quire from fifteen to eighteen months 
to make a sufficient growth to fatten, 
will not return very much profit to the 
farmer. 
Ten months, on an average, 
should be the limit of an age for hogs, 
bred and fed for market. 
And any of 
the better breeds, if fed well, can be 
ready for market at that age. 
One 
farmer, under the conditions in which he 
is working, will find one class of stock 
the most profitable, and another some­ 
what different 
But usually, by keep­ 
ing a variety, the risks are decreased 
sufficiently to make it more profitable 
altogether to keep some of each. 


Superiority o f W estern Horses. 
It is not empty boasting to say that 
horses raised in the West are taking 
precedence, even in Eastern markets. 
In answer to a correspondent the New 
York Herald says: 
Western horses 
of the right kind are the most readily 
sold in any of the cities. 
In New 
York they bring higher prices than in 
Western cities, as the demand is larger 
for them. 
Tne most desirable horses 
are about 1,200 pounds in weight, and 
hay and gray are the most popular 
colors. 
Color, however is a secondary 
consideration, although 
mixed and 
spotted colors are not liked. 
Half- 
bred Percherons are the most salable, 
being stout-built and active animals, 
with clean limbs and sound feet. 


Th* M orning Food. 
Many mistakes are made in feeding. 
Fowls should be fed as much as they 
will clear up, and no more. 
Keep 
changing their diet. 
A good morning 
food is a little warm moistened bran 
with a little salt and pepper; or warm 
bran and cooked meat with a teaspoon- 
full of tonic; or bran mixed with skim­ 
med milk and cabbage and onions. 
Give plenty of green food, cabbage, 
beets, onions, etc. 
Pure crater is of 
the first importance, for witho ut it 
hens must become ill and indisposed. 
A few rusty nails in the trough or ves­ 
sels from which they drink is very 
good. 
Milk, besides egg-stimulating, 
is also very conductive to good health. 
A Californian says: My feed for the 
past season has consisted of whole 
wheats corn, cracked corn, corn bran, 
corn shorts, wheat bran, rolled barley, 
potatoes, alfalfa, and cracklings. 
My sale of eggs for December. 1888, 
was six and one-half dozen; my sale 
for December, 1889, was thirty-four 
dozen. 
I lay this increase of laying to 
my present manner of feeding. 
With a clover cutter I cut four or 
five quarts of alfalfa hay every evening 
and put it to soak in an iron kettle or 
steamer. 
The first thing in tho morn­ 
ing I build a fire under this kettle, 
and when the alfalfa is thoroughly 
steamed, then I put in a large pailfull 
of wheat and corn bran, or shorts, mix 
it thoroughly with the boiling clover, 
and feed it ‘‘piping hot” to the hens. 
I am fully satisfied that my morning 
feed is a great promoter, 
week I boil up with my 
several pounds of cracklings 
from lard factories.

Stock Statistics. 
The following facts are ftom the 
February report of the department of 
agriculture, which relates to numbers 
and valuo of farm animals, showing an 
increase of horses during the year be­ 
yond the increase of population. 
The 
aggregate numbers exceed 14,000,000. 
In cotton States the use of Texas 
ponies by tenants still tends to increase 
numbers and reduce average values. 
The improvements 
in 
the central 
States from blood of Percherons, Cleve­ 
land hays and English sires continues 
active. 
Horse ranches in the Rocky 
Mountains are improving the stock of 
that region. The Increase of numbers 
in the recent years, while prices were 
tending to be higher, has caused an 
ebb in the tide of values, which are 
nearly everywhere lower 
than 
in 
January last. 
Mules have also in­ 
creased, and are estimated at about 
two and a third millions, holding at 
slightly lower prices than last year. 
Milch cows make an aggregate of 
nearly sixteen millions. 
The Increase 
is general, being shared quite liberally 
this year by the East and South. 
Prices, in sympathy with values to 
other cattle, show a slight decline as 
compared with those of last year. The 
number of other cattle continues to 
increase, while the prices have fallen 
in still larger ratio during the year. 
The numbers, as estimated, exceed 
35,000,000, an increase of between 10,- 
000,000 and 11,000,000 since 1880. 
which is larger than the ratio 
of 
numbers in population. 
An increase 
of about 4 per cent. in numbers of 
sheep is indicated. 
The lowest aver­ 
age price was reported in 1886. 
Im­ 
provement has been gradual ever since, 
with some acceleration during the 
past year as a result of greater confi­ 
dence of growers in holding the Ameri­ 
can market for wool. 
The increase 
in swine has been in proportion to ad­ 
vance in population. The average 
of 


P oultry Notes. 
A dry place is the proper place for 
grain. 
Poultry like an occasional feed of 
barley; have you any to feed them; if 
you have feed them a little. 
Fowls that 
are overfed are not 
healthy neither will they lay regularly. 
6ome farmers feed too much and what 
is worse, don't know it. 
It is unreasonable to expect hens to 
lay in cold weather when you do not 
feed them heating food nor try to shut 
out 
dampness 
from their 
liqing 
houses. 
Fowls to be healthy and in good lay­ 
ing condition should not be overfed. 
The value of bran, potatoes, cabbage, 
carrots and turnips mixed with mid­ 
dlings, barley meal and corn meal is 
only known to an experienced poultry- 
man. 
It is just as easy to start a flock of 
ducks this spring as 
to do without 
them; certainly it will pay you and not 
take much of your time either. Young 
ducks reach five pounds at ten weeks 
old, and will thrive on food that would 
kill a chicken. 
Like every fowl, they 
pay best when well fed and cared for. 
Don’t believe it if your neighbor tells 
you that keeping good poultry does not 
hay. 
You can set it down as a fact 
that he never took time to test them; 
even his barnyard stock would be a 
a long time dead if it was not for his 
faithful wife who feeds them and keeps 
his table supplied with fresh oggs a nd 
nice broilers. 
We are glad to sa? 
the majority of farmers don’t think 
this way. 
This spring will see a lot 
of them falling into line and breeding 
good stock. 
Roup is a mean disease and kills 
many valuable fowls every year. 
Ag 
ointment made of one tablespoonful 
each of lard and kerosene and twenty 
drops of carbolic acid, melted togethei 
and applied twice a day with the fingei 
on the part affected will cure.

To be contented with enough meant 
a great deal.

She does not always under 
stand that even the price of a good, 
old-fashioned toiled dinner is no small 
sum in the city, and that to do the 
day's marketing requires a full purse 
unless one limits herself to fewer kinds 
than the farm cellar or store close 
contains. 
While people live in fiats and apart 
ments ana measure the contents O'. 
their larders with a pint cup, big! 
prices must be paid for storing and 
doling out such small quantities. Those 
who do the family marketing, do noi 
always keep sufficiently well posted 
on what kinds of food are seasonable. / aootor i

On the farm there is less trouble frons 
this source, because the daily fare it 
largely limited to what is on hand, 
yet it is just as much a lack of econo 
my for the farmers wife to boil and frj 
eggs daily when they are forty cents I 
dozen as it is for the village or city 
housewife who has to look sharp foi 
money leaks to buy them at this pric< 
for general use. 
There are families who can afford 
expensive luxuries, hut when those ol 
limited means buy fish, fruit, meat and 
vegetables at high prices, 
simply 
through ignorance of what is in or out 
of season, then it seems as if ‘ ‘throw, 
ing outw ith a teaspoon” was no meta 
phor. 
But when things are season 
able, and therefore cheap, it is a fool­ 
ish attempt at economy to scrimp ii 
their use.

If you ask any one which is the high­ 
est mountain in the United States east 
of the Rocky Mountains, the reply will 
be, 
“Mount Washington, 
in New 
Hampshire.” 
Now, 
according 
to 
Golden Days, this is giving credit 
where credit is not due. 
If you will look at your atlas you 
will see that the Appalachian chain of 
mountains, which 
divides 
North 
Carolina and Tennessee. 
The aver­ 
age height of this chain exceeds 5,000 
feet, and the highest peaks are in 
North Carolina. 
Mount W ashington is 6,285 feet, 
above the of the sea level, butin North 
Carolina there are fourteen mountains 
of greater attitude. 
Their names and 
heights are as follows: Mount Mitchell, 
6,717 feet; Guyot's Peak, or Balsam 
Cone, 6,671; Clingham’s Dome, 6,600; 
Sandy Knob, 6,512; Hairy Bear, 6,567; 
Cat Tail Peak, 6,595; Gibbe’s Peak, 
6,586; Mount Alexander, 6,477; Sugar 
Loaf, 6.401; Potato Top, 6,893; Black 
Knob, 
6,537; Mount Henry, 
6,378; 
Bowler's Pyramid, 6,346; Roan Moun­ 
tain. 6,318. 
These are the measure­ 
ments of Professors Guyot and Mitchell, 
with the latest corrections by J. A. 
Holmes, of the State geological depart­ 
ment. 
The monarch of eastern mountains, 
it will be seen, is Mount Mitchell, 
which is 432 feet higher than Mount 
Washington. 
It was 
named after 
Professor Elisha Mitchell, a native of 
Conneticut and a graduate of Yale 
College. 
As far back as 1852 Profes­ 
sor Mitchell demonstrated th at tha 
mountain that now bears hfs name was 
the highest east of the Rockies.
